Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  as  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1954. 

There  is  no  great  deviation  from  previous  years  in  the 
general  layout  and  information  but  certain  statistical  items 
have  been  expanded  so  as  to  show  more  clearly  present 
trends  (e.g.  in  Tuberculosis)  and  as  much  information  on 
more  domestic  subjects  (e.g.  Refuse  Collection)  has  been 
included  as  is  consistent  with  a  small  annual  report. 

There  was  no  heavy  incidence  of  any  individual  infective 
disease  during  the  year  and  no  case  of  Food-poisoning  or 
suspected  Food-poisoning  was  notified.  Notifications  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  Whooping-Cough-  Acute  Primary  Pneumonia, 
and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  all  less  in  number  during  1954. 
There  were  five  cases  of  Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis,  two 
being  non-paralytic  and  none  being  fatal.  There  was  an  in¬ 
crease  in  the  number  of  names  on  the  Tuberculosis  register, 
although  the  number  of  deaths  was  less,  indicating  perhaps 
that  although  modern  methods  of  diagnosis  and  treatment  are 
better,  the  infectivity  of  the  organism  is  as  high  as  ever.  I 
hope  that  parents  will  consider  favourably  the  scheme  of 
B.C.G.  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  now  being  introduced 
by  the  Local  Health  Authority  for  school  leavers-  The  pro¬ 
cedure  offers  the  best  hope  of  protecting  youth  as  it  leaves 
the  comparatively  safer  environment  of  school  life  to  enter 
the  bigger  strain  imposed  by  conditions  at  work  in  factories 
and  machine  shops  which  entail  greater  opportunities  of 
contact  with  cases  of  the  disease. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  were  as  a  whole  good. 
rFhe  total  population  again  increased — from  28,800  to  28,930 
(Registrar-General’s  Estimate  for  Mid  1954).  The  total  Live 
Births  were  454.  a  decrease  on  1953,  resulting  in  a  lower 
Birth  Rate  of  15.7  (adjusted  15.2)  as  compared  to  16.6  in  the 
previous  year.  Among  these  births  were  sixteen  illegitimate. 
Still  Births  numbered  14  representing  a  Rate  of  29.9  per  1,000 
Ljve  Births.  The  number  of  Deaths  at  all  ages  was  338, 
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giving  a  Death  Rate  of  11.7  (Crude)  and  12.9  (Adjusted)  as 
against  11.5  and  12.4  respectively  in  1953.  There  were  eleven 
deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  the  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate  being  24.2  as  compared  to  27.6  for  the  County 
of  Cumberland  as  a  whole  and  25.5  for  England  and  Wales- 
The  number  of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  was  five  (9  in  1953, 
10  in  1952  and  17  in  1951)  representing  a  Death  Rate  of  0.17 
per  1,000  Population.  This  figure  is  the  lowest  recorded  for 
the  Borough.  The  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1954  was 
0.18.  There  was  no  Maternal  Death  during  the  year. 

The  response  to  Diphtheria  Immunisation  was  only  fair. 
Too  many  parents  still  leave  the  procedure  to  be  carried  out 
on  entry  to  school.  It  is  again  emphasised  that  the  facility 
is  readily  available  in  infancy  from  the  family  doctor  and  the 
Child  Welfare  Clinic.  Reinforcement  (or  “  booster  ’*)  pro¬ 
tection  fell  behind  because  of  shortage  in  school  medical 
officers  but  was  again  well  in  hand  during  the  early  part  of 
the  ensuing  year. 

Housing  and  re-housing  still  occupied  the  minds  and 
energies  of  all  sections  of  the  Corporation.  The  number  of 
houses  built  by  the  Authority  was  180 — an  increase  of  25  on 
the  previous  year  but  still  far  below  what  is  required  for  the 
town.  Eleven  houses  were  allocated  for  the  re-housing  of 
families  in  which  there  was  a  case  of  tuberculosis.  Sixty 
houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise. 

No  special  reference  is  required  on  Refuse  Collection 
and  Disposal  and  the  issue  of  dustbins  to  householders.  The 
function  was  discharged  fairly  well  despite  many  adverse 
factors  that  operated  including  bad  weather  and  a  high 
incidence  of  sickness  among  the  personnel. 

I  should  like  here  to  express  my  best  thanks  to  the  Staff 
in  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  good  work  done 
during  the  year  under  review  and  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  sustained 
interest  and  support.

The  total  number  of  deaths  (all  ages)  in  Workington  in 
1954  was  338  (Males  192,  Females  146),  a  slight  increase  of 
7.  This  increase,  alongside  an  increase  in  the  total  popula¬ 
tion,  gives  a  figure  nearly  the  same  as  for  1953. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were:— Diseases  of  the  Heart 
and  Circulation,  167;  Cancer,  65;  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia, 
17.  Deaths  from  Cancer  increased  by  50%  over  the  number 
for  1953.  The  number  of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  fell  to  5  as 
comnared  to  9  in  1953  and  10  in  1952,  giving  a  Death  Rate 
ner  1  000  Population  of  0.17  which  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded 
for  Workington.  There  were  no  Maternal  Deaths,  Deaths 
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of  Infants  under  1  year  of  age  numbered  1 1  giving  an  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate  of  24.2,  i-e.  1.3  lower  than  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales.  There  were  unfortunately  twice  as  many  deaths 
among  children  between  the  ages  of  2  to  14  inclusive,  ten 
deaths  all  told-  The  causes  of  death  in  these  ten  children 
were  very  varied  including  one  accidental  death  in  the  home 
and  one  case  of  Meningococcal  Infection.  Sixty-four  per  cent 
of  all  deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  65  years  of  age.  Further 
one-third  of  the  deaths  were  in  people  who  had  attained  the 
age  of  75  or  over.

At  the  figure  1 1  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  1 
year  is  three  less  than  for  1953  and  although  the  total  live 
births  are  less  by  21  than  in  the  previous  year,  the  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate  shows  a  satisfactory  level  of  24.2,  being  1.3 
less  than  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales, 

The  distribution  of  deaths  by  cause  (table  b)  shows  that, 
whereas  in  1953  the  main  causes  of  death  were  prematurity 
and  congenital  defects,  in  1954  the  causes  included  more 
infective  and  other  conditions.  It  is  well,  however,  to 
emphasize  that  in  dealing  with  comparatively  small  popula¬ 
tions,  such  as  the  Borough  has,  total  deaths  and  range  of 
cause  of  death  are  likely  to  vary.  In  particular  it  should  be 
borne  in  mind  that  one  death  effects  the  mortality  rate  by  2 
to  3  points. 
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\  he  two  tables  below  show  (a)  figures  of  the  Infantile 
Mortality  in  Workington  in  quinquennial  periods  (average) 
from  1911  to  1950  and  thereafter  yearly,  and  (b)  the 
distribution  of  deaths  by  age  and  cause.

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SECTION  B. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH 
SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


(a)  Staff. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  and  the  Staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  are  listed  at  the  beginning  of  this  report. 
There  were  no  changes  in  Staff  during  the  year. 

(b)  Laboratory  Services. 

The  examination  of  Pathological  specimens  and  the 
examination  of  water  samples  (chemical  and  bacteriological) 
arc  undertaken  by  the  Pathological  Laboratory  at  the 
Cumberland  Infirmary,  Carlisle.  Two  specimens  of  water 
were  also  submitted  to  a  Public  Analyst  without  the  County 
area. 

(c)  Local  Health  Authority  Services. 

The  Ambulance  and  Siiting-case  Car  service,  the  Home 
Nursing  and  Midwifery  Services,  and  the  School  and  Child 
Welfare  Services  are  the  responsibility  of  the.  Cumberland 
County  Council.  The  following  Clinical  sessions  are  held  at 
Park  Lane  Clinic:-- 

Child  Welfare — Tuesday  and  Wednesday  at  2  p  m. 
Diphtheria  Immunisation — Wednesday  at  2  p.m. 
School  Clinic— Daily  at  9.30  a.m 
Orthopaedic  sessions — periodically  by  appointment. 

(d)  Services  of  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Chest  Clinics  are  held  in  the  new  Chest  Centre — 
by  appointment. 

Specialists’  sessions  for  diseases  of  the  eye  and 
refractions,  and  for  diseases  of  the  ear,  nose  and  throat  for 
Child  Welfare  and  School  cases  are  held  weekly  by  appoint¬ 
ment  at  the  Workington  Infirmary. 


SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

A  detailed  report  on  Sanitary  matters  is  given  by  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  R.  James,  in  an  appendix  to 
this  report. 
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Mr.  Handel  Kay,  Borough  Surveyor  and  Water  Engineer, 
has  furnished  some  facts  and  figures  in  relation  to  housing, 
etc.  For  these  1  am  much  indebted  to  him. 

1 . — Housing. 

There  was  again  during  the  year  under  review  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  houses  built  by  the  Local 
Authority  :  these  numbered  180.  Sixty  houses  were  built  by 
private  enterprise.  The  futurb  of  the  area  of  Low  Harrington 
is  still  under  discussion.  The  building  programme,  now  that 
the  mechanical  factors  of  sewerage  have  been  solved,  depends 
largely  on  the  allocation  of  houses  to  the  Borough. 

Eleven  families  were  given  priority  in  re-housing 
because  of  tuberculosis  occurring  in  adverse  home  conditions. 


2. — Water. 

No  major  waterworks  were  undertaken  during  the  year. 
The  comparatively  small  supply  furnished  in  the  past  for 
parts  of  Harrington  from  Owsen  Fell  is  held  in  reserve,  at 
least  for  the  present.  Over  1,000  yards  of  new  water  mains 
were  laid  in  1954. 

The  purity  of  the  water  from  the  bacteriological  aspect 
has  been  most  satisfactory.  All  fifteen  samples  during  the  year 
were  so  labelled  by  the  Bacteriologist.  The  chemical 
analyses,  although  generally  satisfactory  and  showing  no 
content  of  metals  in  quantities  large  enough  to  be  poisonous, 
did  reveal  a  high  content  of  Iron.  This  was  evidenced  by  the 
naked-eye  appearance  of  many  samples  of  water  collected  in 
various  parts  of  the  town  but  especially  in  the  low-lying  areas. 
This  was  found  by  the  analysts  to  be  ordinary  hydrated 
ferric  oxide  “  which  may  arise  from  the  corrosion  of  mains, 
and  which  is  harmless  although  it  renders  the  water  unsightly 
when  drawn  from  the  tap.”  Repeated  flushings  of  the 
affected  mains  appeared  to  have  little  effect  on  the  content 
of  this  iron  compound  which  ranged  in  quantity  from  3  to  10 
parts  per  million.  It  was  finally  thought  that  the  nocturnal 
stirring-up  of  deposits  in  the  Stainburn  Reservoir  by  the 
active  pumping  to  feed  the  high-level  reservoir  might  be  the 
cause  of  more  than  usual  passage  of  ferric  compounds  into 
the  mains  of  the  lower  town.  Since  a  thorough  cleaning  and 
flushing  of  the  reservoir  (which  has  only  a  minimal  capacity 
in  view  of  the  large  demands  made  on  it)  was  carried  out,  the 
appearance  of  the  water  has  greatly  improved.  The  most 
recent  chemical  samples  shewed  a  much  smaller  content  of 
iron — 1-3  parts  per  million. 
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The  Chlorination  and  De-incrustation  Plant  at  Lorton 
continues  to  function  satisfactorily, 

A  typical  result  of  analysis  is  given  in  the  following 
reproduction  of  a  water  sample  dated  2nd  September.

3.  — Drainage. 

No  major  works  were  required  during  the  year.  Over 
thirteen  hundred  yards  of  new  sewers  were  laid  and  thirty- 
nine  new  gullies  were  fixed. 

4.  — Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

An  earnest  endeavour  was  made  throughout  the  year  to 
carry  out  the  principles  of  controlled  tipping  on  the  sprawling 
awkward  site  at  the  Cloffocks  and  on  the  more  ideal  valley 
site  at  Harrington.  The  year  was  heavily  marked  with  major 
and  minor  difficulties  encountered  in  the  pursuance  of  this 
policy.  Climatic  conditions  haVe  never  been  so  bad  which 
may  account  for  the  high  incidence  of  both  mild  and  chronic 
sickness  among  the  men.  Careful  collection  and  studied 
disposal  are  both  difficult  to  carry  out  in  a  deluge  of  rain 
leading  to  variations  in  technique  and  results  in  both  spheres. 
Bad  habits,  e.g.  in  the  replacement  of  dustbin  lids,  are  easily 
acquired  in  hard  times  and  difficult  to  iron  out  when  so 
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gained.  The  making  of  the  new  road  to  the  Harrington  Tip 
suffered  heavily  because  of  shortage  of  personnel  and  bad 
weather.  Covering  material  in  the  form  of  red  ash  was  made 
available  at  Barepot  by  the  courtesy  of  the  Lowther  Estates 
at  a  nominal  cost.  The  deposits  at  Northside  were  found  to 
be  too  difficult  to  get  without  recourse  to  blasting. 

No  changes  in  transport  were  made  during  the  year.

There  are  some  8.450  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  the 
year  of  which  some  2,100  were  owned  by  the  council.  Two 
hundred  and  thirty-nine  of  these  council  houses  have  been 
supplied  with  replacement  bins  in  the  last  two  years.  Of  the 
remainder  at  least  half  may  be  assumed  to  have  bins  in  a 
reasonable  state  of  repair  and  use — say  800.  It  follows  that 
percentage  number  of  houses  well  equipped  with  bins  is 
about  45%.  This  is  a  low  estimate  as  many  private  house¬ 
holders  maintain  a  good  standard  in  the  matter  of  dustbins. 

On  the  whole  the  scheme  has  been  successful  so  far,  but 
there  are  at  present  some  unknown  factors  in  any  computation 
on  the  subject  (e.g.  the  average  life  of  a  bin  in  Workington 
is  not  yet  known)  and  it  is  yet  too  early  to  prophesy  that  the 
whole  town  will  have  had  a  complete  turn-over  in  five  or  six 
years  from  the  start  in  1953. 

Cost  of  Refuse  Coleection  and  Disposal. 

A  total  of  approximately  8,600  tons  of  household  refuse 
were  dealt  with  during  the  year,  and  amount  equivalent  to 
17.3  cwts.  per  1,000  population  per  day. 

The  cost  of  street  cleansing  does  not  appear  as  this 
function  is  carried  out  by  another  Department.  The  Public 
Cleansing  Costing  Returns  (1953-1954)  give  the  following 
comparisons  as  between  Workington  and  other  comparable 
Boroughs: —

SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

During  the  year  nearly  L900  visits  were  made  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  to  premises  where  food  is  stored,  prepared 
or  sold.  This  is  a  decrease  of  some  100  visits  as  compared 
with  last  year,  and  although  I  would  like  to  see  more  attention 
given  to  this  important  subject  I  fully  appreciate  that  it  is 
impossible  at  present  owing  to  increased  duties  in  other  direc¬ 
tions,  particularly  Slum  Clearance. 

Improvements  to  food  premises  continue  to  be  carried 
out,  and,  generally,  traders  have  co-operated  in  carrying  out 
the  Clean  Food  Byelaws. 

National  publicity  has  been  given  to  the  question  of 
Food  Hygiene,  and  housewives  could  greately  assist  in  im¬ 
proving  standards  by  refusing  to  purchase  from  shops  unless 
hygienic  principles  are  practiced.  Food  displayed  for  sale 
should  be  protected,  and  should  be  handled  as  little  as 
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possible.  More  pre-packed  foods  should  be  sold.  Animals, 
particularly  cats,  should  not  be  allowed  in  food  premises.  The 
use  of  newspapers  for  wrapping  should  be  discontinued. 
Cigarette  and  pipe  smoking  whilst  handling  foodstuffs  must 
be  stamped  out. 

There  are  17  milk  producers  in  the  Borough,  and  29  milk 
retailers.  Approximately  95%  of  milk  sold  is  bottled,  and 
the  greater  proportion  of  that  is  heat  treated. 

Ice  Cream  is  still  a  popular  commodity.  There  are  5 
manufacturers  and  79  retailers  in  the  Borough. 

SECTION  F. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

1.  Notifiable  Diseases  {other  than  Tuberculosis)  and 

Food-Poisoning. 

It  is  perhaps  significant  of  increased  awareness  and 
interest  in  the  prevention  of  Food-Poisoning  that  the  new 
form  of  notification  of  Infectious  Diseases  (made  notifiable 
under  Section  144  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936)  now  in¬ 
cludes  in  its  main  heading  the  term  “Food-Poisoning.” 

There  was  in  fact  no  case  of  Food-Poisoning  or  suspected 
Food-Poisoning  notified  during  the  year.  There  was  no  major 
outbreak  of  Infectious  Disease.  Measles  showed  its  expected 
decrease  on  the  large  number  of  1953  (841  cases)  to  about  a 
quarter. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

The  twenty-four  cases  notified  during  the  year  were  dis¬ 
tributed  throughout  the  four  quarters  of  the  year  and  showed 
no  significant  incidence  in  any  one  part  of  the  town. 

Measles. 

There  were  120  cases  notified.  The  disease  was  generally 
of  a  mild  type. 

W  hoo  ping-Cough . 

Notifications  totalled  91.  The  incidence  of  this  disease 
was  heaviest  in  the  third  quarter  of  the  year.  There  has  not 
yet  been  a  general  release  to  County  Clinics  of  vaccine  either 
alone  or  combined  with  other  antigens. 
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Diphtheria  and  Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  children  inoculated  during  the  year  was 
241  under  the  age  of  5  years  and  102  between  the  ages  of  5 
and  15  years.  Reinforcement  inoculations  numbered  77. 
Although  the  same  facilities  for  primary  inoculation  were 
maintained  in  the  Clinics  the  reinforcement  or  “booster” 
programme  fell  behind  because  of  shortages  in  School  Medical 
Staff.  It  is  hoped  to  make  good  the  deficit  in  1955. 

The  percentage  number  of  children  inoculated  in  the  two 
main  age  blocks,  0 — 5  years  and  5 — 15  years  is  given  in  table 
(a)  below.  The  percentage  of  “adequately”  protected  (i.e. 
percentage  of  the  total  number  between  0 — 15  years  who  have 
received  a  primary  or  reinforcement  injection  within  the  last 
five  years)  and  the  “partially  protected”  (i.e.  percentage  of 
those  inoculated  at  some  time  but  not  within  the  last  five 
years)  are  shown  in  table  (b).

Two  of  the  cases  were  close 
contacts  in  one  family,  a  retrograde  diagnosis  being  made  in 
the  primary  non-paralytic  one.

One  non-fatal  case  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Four  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  There  was  no 
Maternal  Death  from  this  or  any  other  cause  in  1954. 

Meru. ngococcal  Infections . 

Two  cases  were  notified.  One  case,  a  child  of  two  years, 
died  with  a  severe  septicaemia  form.

2.  Cancer. 


There  were  65  deaths  from  Cancer — 38  in  males  and  27 
in  females,  as  compared  to  a  total  of  44  in  1953  and  57  in 
1952.  The  Mortality  Rate  per  1,000  Population  from  this 
cause  was  2.2,  as  compared  to  1.5  in  1953  and  1.9  in  1952. 
The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1954  was  2.0.  The  range 
of  age  at  death  was  1  year  to  82  years  in  males  and  36  years 
to  83  years  in  females.  The  average  age  at  death  in  males 
was  64.6  years  and  in  females  65.7  years.

3.  Tuberculosis. 

The  Local  Health  Authority  at  the  end  of  the  year  had 
under  consideration  a  scheme  for  B.C.G.  vaccination  of 
13 — 14  year-old  School  Children. 

Sixty-four  new  cases  were  discovered  and  notified  during 
the  year:  of  these,  five  cases  between  the  ages  of  25  and  35 
years  were  brought  to  light  by  Mass  Miniature  X-ray.  All 
but  seven  of  the  cases  were  respiratory  (or  pulmonary)  in 
location. 

There  were  five  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis — 
four  males  and  one  female.  There  have  been  no  deaths  from 
non-respiratory  tuberculosis  in  Workington  since  1951.  The 
average  number  of  deaths  in  Workington  in  five-yearly 
periods  between  1911  and  1950  and  the  yearly  numbers  in  the 
four  years  following,  the  Death  Rates  per  1,000  Population 
for  Workington  and  England  and  Wales  are  as  follows :  —

Verminous  Premises 

Owing  to  the  presence  of  vermin  184  houses  were  dis¬ 
infested  by  this  Department.  The  number  of  Council  houses 
found  infested  by  bugs  was  5,  other  houses  1. 

Eleven  houses  were  treated  for  fleas,  59  for  cockroaches, 
2  for  silverfish,  3  for  earwigs,  98  for  ants,  and  5  for  wood¬ 
worm. 

All  fluids  and  powders  used  for  disinfestation  works  have 
D.D.T.  and  Pyrethum  incorporated,  and  for  ant  extermination 
0.25  per  cent.  Thallium  Sulphate  is  included. 

Rats  and  Mice 

No  serious  infestation  occurred  during  the  year.  Four 
hundred  and  ninety-two  visits  were  made  to  premises  re- 
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garding  complaints  of  rats  and  mice,  and  all  proved  of  a 
minor  character. 

In  addition  to  traps,  prebaits  used  are  sausage  rusk  and 
bread  mash  and  poisons  used  are  zinc  phosphate  and  red 
squill. 

The  sewers  in  the  Borough  were  test  baited  once  during 
the  year. 

The  Cioffocks  and  Harrington  refuse  tips  have  received 
regular  weekly  visits.  At  both  Tips  minor  infestations  were 
dealt  with.
